Congress Completes Action 
On First Overhaul of Tax 
Laws in 75 Years in Nation 


WASHINGTON <*> — Cong ress 
completed action last nig ht on the 
first complete overhaul of the na­ 
tion’s tax laws in 75 years, and 
both Republicans and Democrats 
claimed they would profit more 
politically. 
Whatever the political effects 
may be in the coming campaig n 
for control of Cong ress, the action 
sent to the White House for vir­ 
tually certain approval the bill 
President Eisenhower had desig ­ 
nated as the cornerstone of his 
1954 prog rarp.

Before a 61-26 vote in the Senate 
sent the bill to the President, Dem­ 
ocrats seized a final chance to 
snipe at some provisions. 
Only three Republicans—Dwor- 
shak (Idaho), Lang er <ND) and 
Williams (Del)—joined 22 Demo­ 
crats and Sen. Morse (Ind-Ore) 
in voting “no.” Supporters includ­ 
ed 42 Republicans and 19 Demo­ 
crats. 
The revision bill carries $1,363,- 
000,000 in assorted tax cuts for in­ 
dividuals and corporations in its 
first year of operation, more in 
later years. It does not chang e 
major tax rates except to main­ 
tain the 52 per cent levy on cor­ 
poration income which dropped to

Police Hold Two Men 
For Investigation 
In Pevely Bank Theft 


ST. LOUIS (/P) — Police today 
picked up two men for q uestion­ 
ing in connection with the $40,174 
Pevely, Mo., bank robbery last 
Tuesday. 
Detective Capt. William Green­ 
span identified one of the men as 
Fred J. Conway, 49, of St. Louis, 
a prison parolee. Police asked em­ 
ployes of the bank to see if they 
could identify either of the men. 
Conway was arrested at the 
req uest of the State Hig hway Pa­ 
trol, Greenspan said. 
Paroled In May 
Sg t. W. L. Hutching s of the 
patrol said Conway was sentenced 
to 78 years in prison in 1931 for 
bank robberies at Potosi and Her­ 
culaneum, Mo., and was released 
on parole last May. 
Because Conway is awaiting pre­ 
liminary hearing on a charg e of 
burg lary in Ste. Genevieve, Mo., 
his parole recently was revoked, 
Sg t. Hutchnig s said. Action on the 
revoked parole is being held up 
pending investig ation of Conway 
in connection with the Pevely rob­ 
bery. 
The officer said Conway denied 
any knowledg e of the robbery in 
which three men were involved. 
| Greenspan said witnesses to the 
1 robbery will look at Conway to­ 
day. 
Two of the armed bandits forc­ 
ed five employes into the bank 
vault after forcing Cashier Wil­ 
iam A. Weber to open the safe 
and empty its contents into two 
duffel bag s. The two men who 
entered the bank wore coveralls. 
FBI ag ents found two suits of 
coveralls, 'believed to have been 
worn during the robbery, near a 
g ravel road about three miles 
southwest of Pevely. 
Pevely is 27 miles south of St. 
Louis.

Flanders Declares 
His Conduct Brings

WASHINGTON bP» —Sen. Flan­ 
ders (R-Vt.), denouncing Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy (R-Wis.) as one who “can 
scarcely 
avoid 
being 
called 
a 
Fifth-amendment senator,” asked 
the Senate today to censure Mc­ 
Carthy for conduct that “tends to 
bring the Senate into disrepute.” 
Flanders presented in a prepar­ 
ed address what he termed a “bill 
of particulars” accusing McCarthy 
of contemptuous refusal to answer 
q uestions raised by a Senate Rules 
subcommittee in 1950 concerning 
McCarthy’s integ rity. 
“If he (McCarthy) continues to 
refuse answering ,” Flanders said, 
“he finds himself in the same cate­ 
g ory

Communists. He is q uite evidently 
occupying the same g round and 
can scarcely avoid being called a 
Fifth-Amendment senator.

As we ate breakfast, the 
cattle came up single file out of 
the woods on the bluff where they 
spent the night under the cedars, 
and the young calves clustered in 
the lee of the barn. We’ve never 
seen their coats grow so thick 
and woolly, which old cattlem en 
say is a sure sign of a hard win­ 
te r coming. But as far as w e’re 
concerned, winter can stay as mild 
as it likes. E ntirely aside from 
joints that creak in the cold and 
bones which ache on every frosty 
morning, there is the m atter of 
getting our 
herd 
through 
until 
grass next spring. Mild w eather 
m eans less feed to keep the cattle 
in good thrifty condition. 
The round of feeding takes up 
a good part of the steadily short­ 
ening days, w hat 
with 
weaning 
calves in the 
barnlot, 
fattening 
steers in a back field a half-m ile 
from the barn, and the rest of the 
herd scattered 
in 
several 
pas­ 


tures. Y et is is work that we en­ 
joy, for each day we get to know 
the cattle better, judging which 
are the “ easy keepers” and which 
cows bring the fastest-growing and 
sturdiest calves. 
M oreover, t h e r e are always 
things of interest to see as we 
go about the farm. One day it 
will be a half-dozen crows be-devil- 
i ing a red-shouldered hawk, caught 
, at low' altitude and having a hard 
' tim e to throw off his divebombing 
pursuers. Again it m ay be a shrike 
perched on the phone wires, rac­ 
coon tracks in the dust of the road, 
the sm all holes w'hich m ark W'here 
a skunk has been prospecting for 
beetles and mice, or a red fox 
slipping along the edge of the 
woods. 
We were interested in a recent 
“ investigation”

est at hand and climb upon the 
first rung. Then take your second 
step. If you then find you are on 
a stepladder of only three steps, 
you may then need to climb over 
to an adjoining ladder that offers 
more rungs upward. 
But if that second ladder stops 
with only five or six rungs, you 
then may climb over to an ad­ 
jacent ladder which 
leads 
still 
higher. 
Elbow Grease 
Remember, there is no future in 
any job. For the future always 
lies in the worker who holds that 
job. 
Jobs are just like rungs on a 
ladder, and the rungs never move. 
But you young people can pro­ 
gress upward by stepping on those 
rungs as you strive toward higher 
altitudes. 
For example, suppose you are 
a new recruit as dishwasher in a 
large restaurant.

But if you have done a good job, 
including the use of plenty of el­ 
bow grease, your boss may then 
decide you can transfer to a rung- 
on an adjacent ladder, such as 
learning to be a cook. 
At the start, maybe you are only 
the 32nd assistant chef. But if you 
enjoy the culinary art, you can 
keep climbing till 
you 
become 
head chef, at 51,000 or $1,500 per 
month, for chefs draw big pay. 
But if you are still ambitious 
after you reach the top rung of 
the “ cooking ladder,” then move 
across to the “chain restaurant" 
ladder, and open up a chain of 
lunch rooms or hot dog stands or 
fancy motel dining places of your 
own. 
And after that, you may decide 
you knowf so many people and are 
financially able to enter politics, 
so maybe you switch over to the 
“political ladder" and run for al­ 
derman or mayor or Congressman, 
etc. 
But always do your present job 
well. For it is a rung on some 
ladder that will permit you to rise 
to a higher rung either on that 
same ladder or an adjacent one.

INSECT BITES 


The hum of a bee in a summer 
flower garden is a pleasant sound, 
but the pleasure is quickly changed 
to pain if the bee suddenly switch­ 
es his attention from flowers to 
people. Bee stings are painful for j 
anyone, and some people who are 
especially sensitive suffer consid­ 
erable discomfort from them, 
them. 
Fortunately, there are s o m e 
quite simple household remedies 
for bee stings The old-fashioned ap­ 
plication of a mud pack is frowned 
upon now, because of the danger 
of infection. Recommended treat­ 
ment is to get the stinger out by 
pressing the skin around the sting

A drop of chloroform, 
gasoline, or turpentine will u^ual’- 
ly make the tick let go so that 
it can be removed easily. 
Of course, in case of serious dis­ 
comfort or multiple insect bites, 
it is well to consult a physician.

ing Nov ember and early Decem­ 
ber. Ile also found that a late 
hunting season, such as last y ear’s 
did 
not 
decrease 
the 
hunter’s 
chances of getting a deer. 
Most fawns in Missouri are born 
from May 1 to July 31, Dunkeson 
said, with the peak in June. One- 
mrd of all fawns become preg­ 
nant during th< ir first winter. He 
said that 83 per cent of all does | 
potentially produce twins. Triplets j 
occur only in about three per cent ! 
of the cases. The actual production 
of deer is about 143 fawns for 
\ 
each 100 breeding does, almost a 
71 per cent increase each y ear. 
Dunkeson found that many hunt­ 
ers ignore fawns, for they do not 
occur in the bag in proportion to 
their numbers in the deer popu-j 
lation. Docs and fawns appearing; 
at checking stations increase in the' 
latter stages of the hunt, showing 
that hunters get less particular 
as their hunting time shortens. 
Deer reproductiv e rates are high­ 
est in the northeastern Ozarks bor­ 
der region, and lowest in the White 
Riv er and Current Riv er hills. In 
areas of the highest concentration, 
reproduction was lower than in 
immediately adjacent areas with 
less deer. Indian Trail Refuge, the 
Mincy -Kissee area in Taney Coun­ 
ty and Ste. Genev iev e county had 
lower reproductiv e rates than the 
regions around them. High deer 
density decreases the rates and a 
reduction of deer numbers in these 
areas is desirable, Dunkeson said.

By Anthony Scantlen 
In the Kansas City Times 
Seventy-five years ago a young 
man in Mexico, Mo., envisioned a 
great career in professional base­ 
ball—not only because of his ability 
but because of an offer lrom the 
St. Louis Browns.

White, the newly-graduated youth 
from Westminster college, Fulton, 
Mo., was opposed to that occupa­ 
tion for her son. Since young White 
•Iso had been outstanding in liter­ 
ary activities at the college, it was j 
to this interest that apparently she 
appealed when she purchased for 
him the Mexico Weekly Ledger for 
$1,000. 
It was on September 21, 1876 — 
seventy-five years 
go today—that 
the 21-year-old youth published his 
first issue of the Ledger, thus 
starting an ownership which now 
has extended into the third gener­ 
ation of his family. And although 
it may not have been his original 
choice, it is obvious that he was 
completely happy with the news­ 
paper business, because he began

During that first ten years, 
as it has ever since, the Ledger lent 
its columns to community service. 
One of its first editorials attacked 
the practice of certain citizens of 
dumping ashes on the streets.

Praise From Contemporary 
What the Ledger was. doing may 
be indicated in this statement from 
a Warrensburg, Mo., newspaper of 
December, 1885: 
“Bob White’s paper, the Ledger, 
has done more for the towm of 
Mexico than have all of its citizens 
combined. The Ledger is to Mexico 
what the heart is to man.” 
Colonel White, as he later came 
to be known, was a large man, 
and ordinarily wras not worried a- 
bout his personal safety. But after 
a subject of one of his editorials 
threatened him, he was advised 
to obtain a revolver. 
The colonel bought a revolver 
and took it home to show it to his 
wife. During the display the wea 
Don went off unexpectedly and shot 
a hole in his wide-brimmed black 
hat.

deer hunters who have been co­ 
operating in the study of their 
favorite quarry’s breeding habits 
by collecting reproductive tracts 
will be interested to know that 
there is a potential production of 
183 fawns, for each IOO breeding 
does in the state. The information 
was released by the Conservation 
Com m ission’s deer biologist, Rob­ 
ert Dunkeson. 
Studying data gathered over the 
past 
few 
years, 
Dunkeson 
has 
found that most adult and yearling 
does are in breeding condition dur­ 
ing N ovem ber and early Decem­ 
ber. He also found that a late 
hunting season, such as last y ear’s 
did 
not 
decrease 
the 
hunter’s 
chances of getting a deer. 
Most fawns in Missouri are born 
from M ay I to July 31, Dunkeson 
said, with the peak in June. One- 
m rd of all fawns become preg­ 
nant during their first winter. He 
said that 83 per cent of all does 
potentially produce twins. Triplets 
occur only in about three per cent 
of the cases. The actual production 
of deer is about 143 fawns for 
each IOO breeding docs, alm ost a 
71 per cent increase each year. 
Dunkeson found that m any hunt­ 
ers ignore fawns, for they do not 
occur in the bag in proportion to 
their num bers in the deer popu­ 
lation. Does and fawns appearing 
at checking stations increase in the 
latter stages of the hunt, showing I 
that 
hunters get less particular I 
as their hunting tim e shortens. 
D eer reproductive rates are high­ 
est in the northeastern Ozarks bor­ 
der region, and lowest in the White J 
R iver and Current River hills. In 
areas of tho highest concentration, 
reproduction was lower than in 
im m ediately adjacent areas with 
less deer. Indian Trail Refuge, the 
M incy-Kissee area in Taney Coun­ 
ty and Ste. Genevieve county had 
lower reproductive rates than the 
regions .around them . High deer 
density decreases the rates and a 
reduction of deer num bers in these 
areas is desirable, Dunkeson said.
